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This is a decision on the petition filed November 29, 2004, requesting that the holding of 
abandonment in the above-identified application be withdrawn. 

The petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment is GRANTED. 

A non-final Office action was mailed February 17, 2004, setting a three-month shortened 
statutory period for filing a response. In the absence of a response, the application was held 
abandoned and a Notice of Abandonment was mailed October 5, 2004. 

Petitioner asserts that a response titled, "Amendment Under 37 CFR 1.111," was timely filed by 
facsimile transmission on May 17, 2004. To support the assertion, petitioner submitted 1) a copy 
of the response titled," Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 11 1," 2) a copy of the certificate of 
transmission under 37 C.F.R. § 1.8(a) dated May 17, 2004, 3) a copy of the Auto-Reply 
Facsimile Transmission Report from the USPTO, and 4) a copy of the sending unit's report 
confirming successfixl transmission of eight pages. 

The review of the application file reveals that the response titled, "Amendment Under 37 
CFRl. 1 11," was received and matched with the file. However, the response was not noticed by 
either the examiner or the technical support staff and consequently the application was held to be 
abandoned. The application is not abandoned in fact. 

For the above reasons, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated and the holding of 
abandonment withdrawn. Inconvenience to petitioner is regretted 
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The application file is being forwarded to the technical support staff for processing the response 
titled "Amendment Under 37 CFRl .111." From there, it will be returned to the examiner for 
further prosecution.
